NEW YORK, (CP)—Deliberations of the United Nations 
general assembly were resumed Saturday strengthened by a 
display of Russian conciliation and a realistic plea by Britain’s 
Philip J. Noel-Baker for co-operation “in all friendship and 
good understanding” to make the peace-keeping organization 
a success, 

Friday’s proceedings were punctuated by significant de- 
velopments. 

In the steering committee the Russian and Ukrainian 
delegates abandoned their determined stand against dis- | 
cussion in the general assembly of the veto protest, the 
South African proposal to annex southwest Africa and the 
Canadian proposal to curtail speechmaking and streamline 
procedure, 

Later, in the general assembly debate, delegates from 51 | 
nations heard Mr. Noel-Baker, in one of the most eloquent 
speeches of his career, plead for an end to the rift between the 
Slavie and other countries which has handicapped vital inter- 
national negotiations.

Must Pay Duty 
On North Goods 


OTTAWA, (CP) — Customs de- 
partment officials Saturday  re- 
iterated a statement that commerc- 
ial goods are not allowed to move 
from the United States to Alaska | 
over the Alaska highway unless duty 
is paid, p | 

The subject came up earlier this | 
week when Senator Warren G.| 
Magnusson of Seattle protested to 
the American state department | 
that American shipments were be- | 


ing barred on the _ highway, He 
claimed this was contrary to a Un-| 
ited States-Canadian treaty but 


external affairs department author- 
ities at Ottawa said there was no 
treaty. They reported discussions | 
were under way with the United | 
States in an effort to work out an> 
arrangement for shipments. | 

Under the present regulations, 
customs department officials said 
Saturday, there is no provision for 
shipment of goods in bond by truck 
in Canada. : 

The Ottawa outline of the situ- 
ation conflicted to some _ extent 
with a statement made in Edmon- 
ton by W. J. Eveleigh, administrator 
of the Canadian section of the 
highway. Mr. Eveleigh, said ship- 
ments had to be cleared with the 
customs and excise branch in| 
Ottawa and then they were allowed 
to move. 

Customs officials said Saturday 
there was no arrangement for any 
such clearance. 

Mr. Eveleigh also referred to 
three shipments being made re- 
cently and it was suggested here 
these might have been shipments 
of personal or household goods 
which are not subject to duty. 

“The only way commercial goods 
can enter Canada and move over 
the highway is for duty to be paid 
on them,” a customs authority said 
today. “Shipment of commercial | 
goods in bond by truck is not per- 
mitted anywhere in Canada.” | 

In Edmonton Saturday, Mr. 
Eveleigh said his comments on the 
complaint from Seattle did not go 
“quite far enough” and it was a| 
fact that American goods could not | 
move in bond from the United | 
States to Alaska over the Alaska) 
highway. In his original comments, | 
Mr. Eveleigh said commercial loads | 
could move over the highway after | 
they had been cleared by Ottawa. |

LONDON, (CP) — Daring jewel 


| thieves have taken $40,000 in gems 
| from the home of the Marchioness 


of Hartington, daughter of Joseph 
P, Kennedy, former U. S. ambas- 
sador to Britain, Scotland Yard an- 
nounced Saturday, and made away 
with a rich loot in two other homes. 

Gems and furs valued at $20,000 
were stolen from an Orme square 
home, and diamonds and heirlooms 
worth $3,200 were taken from the 
St. James’s palace home of Lady 
Piers Legh. 

Scotland Yard, still hunting for 
the wily cat burglar who stole 
$80,000 in gems from the Duchess of 
Windsor 10 days ago, noted a sim- 
ilarity in the crafty preparation 
and almost ghostlike entry in the 
new robberies. 


Oust U.S. Official 
For ‘Plot’ Speech 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Attorney- 
General Tom Clark accused O. John 
Rogge Saturday of disclosing con- 
fidential information in a_ public 
address and dismissed him from the 
post of assistant to the attorney- 
general. 

In a crisp letter to Rogge, Mr. 
Clark declared “you wilfully violat- 
ed” regulations by quoting from a 
department report in a speech de- 


| tailing what Rogge said were Nazi 


schemes to defeat President Roose- 
velt in 1936, 1940 and 1944. 


Mr. Clark said the information | 


came from Rogge’s own report on 
the wartime sedition cases against 


30 Americans, which have been in| 


abeyance since a mistrial in 1944. 
Rogge, in a speech, said he had 

learned from captured Nazi docu- 

ments and interviews with German

tion “the Nazis had a fantastic 
scheme to get John L. Lewis, the 
labor leader, to come out against the 
election of President Roosevelt.

PARIS, (CP» — Paris, among 
other things, is on a giddy traffic 
jag this fall. 

In no other big city in Europe is 
there such vehicle congestion, such 
fantastically wild driving, or s0 
many speed demons demonstrating 
their skill, or lack of it. 

For a long time after the libera- 
tion, practically all Paris rode bi- 
cycles, But cars have gradually 
come back and now with increased 


gasoline supplies and the return of | 


people from summer holidays, Pari- 
sians are driving more cars probably 
than any time since 1940. And they 
drive them with unprecedented 
abandon. 

There are sleek new American and 
Canadian models, new front-wheel 
French jobs with cannonball pick- 
up, and thousands of old jallopies 
which give traffic streams an un- 
nerving and unpredictable change 


of pace. 

Pity the poor pedestrian—the 
hunted man of Paris. 

Canadian army men here who 


drove the Canadian peace confer- 
ence delegation in August, when 
Paris was comparatively quiet in its 
summer lull, said they had never 
seen anything like the current con- 
gestion and lack of adherence to 
the ordinary rules of the road.

‘Edmonton One of Few Cities 
Not Facing Parking Problem 


How to regulate automobile park- 
ing without shooing would-be cus- 
tomers from downtown — shopping 
sections or adding to congestion of 
streets already thronged with more 
traffic than their designers ever en- 
visioned has high priority on the 
problem lists of municipal councils 
across Canada. 

Every city dweller has his own 
pet theory of the way to end the 
tangle but a Canadian Press survey 
shows two main methods favored 


by Canadian communities: under- 
ground parking (still in the blue- 
print stage) for the big cities and 
parking meters for the smaller ones. 


Canada’s cities, especially the older 
ones, 
Wide Streets Help 
Lusty youngsters like Winnipeg 
and Edmonton pride themselves on 
their wide thoroughfares and their 
worries are lighter than those of 


| sister cities in the east. Downtown

Parking lots are fine, but most of 
them have been crowded far from 
shopping districts. Many are taken 
up by all-day parkers and the driver 
who wants to leave his car there 
for a few minutes or an hour is out 
of luck. 

Plan Underground Park 


Toronto is contemplating a de 
luxe underground parking garage on 
a new civic square west of the pre- 
sent city hall. The plan is modelled 
after San Francisco, a city of simi- 
lar size, where Union Square’s un- 
derground parking facilities will ac- 
commodate as many as 1,700 cars. 
But the best guess is that Toronto's 
subterranean parking is still several 
years away and meantime the city 
has banned parking, except for 
commercial vehicles, in the down- 
town business section for a three- 
month trial period starting Jan. 1. 

Regina forbids parking on _ its 
main street, 11 avenue, but makes 
extra parking space available on 
sidestreets and near parks, 

In Montreal, the Royal Automo- 
bile club of Canada has suggested 
an under-the-surface parking space 
on Dominion Square, a large public 
park located near main railway 
stations, hotels and office buildings. 
Supporters of the plan say it could 
be used in other parks in the down- 
town area. 

Many Use Meters 

Vancouver and Hamilton are 
among Canada's few big cities which 
use parking meters, These devices 
enable a motorist to park 12 minutes 
for one cent and an hour for five 
cents—with a parking ticket if he 
exceeds the limit. 

Parking meters also are operating, 
or are about to operate in the On- 
tario cities of Peterborough, Brant- 
ford, North Bay, Sudbury, Sault 
Ste. Marie, Guelph, Woodstock, 
Kingston, Owen Sound, Cornwall, 
St. Thomas, Welland, London, 
Chatham, Oshawa and Kitchner. 
Proposals to install meters were 
turned down by Niagara Falls and 
Stratford while Timmins and Galt 
say they can cope with traffic pro- 
blems without them for the present. 

Ottawa and Halifax handle their 
parking problems by limiting down- 
town parking. Ottawa prohibits 
parking in some areas and restricts 
it to half an hour in others, Halifax 
motorists may park an hour on most 
downtown streets and two hours in 
certain sections. 

Saint John, N.B., has no parking 
lots and traffic directors try to 
keep vehicles moving as much as 
Possible in the business district. 
Certain districts have half-hour 
parking and there are various load- 
ing zones. | 

But in all Canada, reports indi- | 
cate, the wide open spaces of Ed- 
monton and Winnipeg are the hap- 
py hunting grounds for motorists 
looking for a parking space. Those 
cities say they have no meters, no 
parking problems, no clamor for 
more parking lots—and the penalty 
for overtime parking is only $2 in 
Winnipeg, half that in the Alberta 
capital.

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Recreation and ‘the Arts 


The Edmonton Recreation Commission, 
In its comparatively short span of life, has 
performed an excellent service for this com- | 
munity. Besides its actual accomplishments 
in providing recreational facilities, it has | 
served a valuable purpose in enlivening the | 
consciousness of Edmonton people as to the | 
value of properly conducted recreation. 

It has quite definitely established the fact 
In the minds of most intelligent citizens that 
leisure hours are fully as important as work- 
ing hours in the building of a happy and 
well-balanced life, that character is more 
frequently formed in the useful employment 
of leisure moments than in the pursuance of 
one’s vocation. 

This realization, of course, is the essen- 
tial basis for any adequate recreational pro- 
gram which, to provide a balanced and whole- 
some use of leisure periods, must include both 
athletic and artistic projects, 

The Edmonton Recreation Commission 
has been scrupulously careful to encourage 
both phases of recreation. Yet the prepon- 
derance of representation on the Commission 
is from the world of sport. And if that pre- 
ponderance continues there will always be 
the danger that the artistic side of the rec- 
reational program will suffer that the ath- 
letic side may be emphasized. 

Now healthy sports in supervised play- 
grounds are highly essential to the develop- 
ment of wholesome youth, And that phase 
of the recreation plan must be fully supported 
and encouraged. 

On the other hand, the artistic phase is 
equally as important and even, in some cases, 
more important, because while the promotion 
of sports always leaves a certain number of 
enthusiasts on the sidelines, the promotion 
of artistic activities, such as handicrafts, 
gives everyone, without exception, some use- 
ful and interesting thing to.do. 

That is why it is vital that the Recreation 
Commission should be enlarged to include 
a number of persons whose interests are 
primarily artistic and who can constantly 
press the claim of recreational art to be 
recognized, 

At present there is only one member of 
the Commission who can be placed in that 
category. The protagonists of art should be 
equal to the protagonists of sport if the Com- 
mission is to give maximum service to 
Edmonton.

When the price ceiling was taken off 
meat in the United States it became inevitable 
that controls would have to be removed from 
other foods, These have been swept away, 
and only sugar, syrup, molasses and rice re- 
main under restriction, Otherwise food prices 
will range up or down according as supply 
and demand may decide. 

This is another step in the experiment 
of de-controlling under pressure of shortages, 
in hope that production will be stimulated, 
supplies increase, and prices eventually fall. 
That prices will rise temporarily is generally 
assumed, That is the unavoidable element 
of risk in removing controls while supplies 
are short. How high they will rise, and when 
the expected subsidence will set in, are un- 
answerable questions. 

Abandonment of wage controls ig un- 
avoidable. If buyers and sellers are to be 
free to bargain, employers and employees 
must also be free to set the level of incomes 
in keeping with the cost of living. Mr. John 
Lewis anticipated this, and showed what he 
expects to happen to prices, by demanding 
another pay boost for coal miners, 

Thus far Canadians have shown no de- 
sire to try the de-control experiment on their 
own account. Since their neighbors are doing 
it, at the risk of being swept into a whirlwind 
of inflation, it is less troublesome to wait and 
see how they come out.

Stalin is grabbing territory, undermining 
democratic governments, and extending his 
field of influence, wherever he sees a chance. 
He can’t be deluded, nor coaxed into giving 
up his program, by democratic leaders pos-

| Moreover, the leaders of the democracies

| accomplishes nothing save to encourage more 
aggression, 

As for peace being endangered by out- 
spoken candor, that is nonsense, If it isn’t 
nonsense, then peace cannot endure any- 
way. Frankess is the condition of internation- 
al friendliness. It cannot be built on shams 
and preserved by timidity. 


Russia does not want war, and does not 


intend to provoke war, Its masters just want 
their own way, and will go as far as they 
can go without precipitating armed conflict. 
The other powers should make plain that 
they understand this and are not going in 
for any more appeasement, They have gone 
the limit already. 


Compassionate Religion 


Only one miracle of our Lord is recorded 
in all the four Gospels. It is the story of the 
feeding of the five thousand, It is not neces- 
sarily the most important miracle nor is it 
the most spectacular, But it is the miracle 
that most impressed observers and was re- 
tained in their memories because five thou- 
sand mouths were fed and five thousand 
tongues were thus able to talk of personal 
experience, 

This miracle is eminently worth consi- 
deration today because of its direct appli- 
cation to the duties of Christian people. 

It should be remembered that the dis- 
ciples were all for sending the multitude 
away. Let these hungry people go elsewhere 
for their meal; let them go.home; let them 
go to the relief office. This was the view- 
point of Christ’s followers who were not 
selfish or thoughtless men but men who 
merely subscribed to the popular feeling that 
| Society and not individuals should be res- 
| ponsible for the alleviation of suffering and 
the relief of want. 

The view of our Lord was different. 
| Here were five thousand weary people, five 
| thousand famished people. The problem was 
immediate and personal. It had to be faced 
in an immediate and personal way. 

And that attitude, of course, is the es- 
sence of the Christian obligation; it is the 
essential quality in members of society and 
| of a civilization that calls itself Christian. 
| A pagan society can work out quite elab- 

orate and efficient plans for aiding the help- 
less. But members of a Christian society 
must realize a personal and individual res- 
ponsibility, ‘ 
That is why such organizations as com- 


| munity chests and other welfare organizat-| 


ions depend quite properly, not on state 
| grants for carrying on their work, but on the 
free-will contributions of individual donors 
who are personally touched with pity for 
| the unfortunate: 
Compassion is the priceless ingredient 
in charity. Compassion is the ruling emotion 
in the heart of Christ,

Tax Collections for the nine months total $4,708,418.73, an 
increase of $414,497.37 over the same period in 1945, 

The collection of arrears to 30th September, included in the 
above figures is $1,260,699.48, as compared with $1,077,951,78 
for the same period last year. 

Cash sales of Tax Sale Lands and Properties for the nine 
months were $1,015,814.09, as against $799,547.80 last year to 
the same date, an increase of $216,266.29, 

Building permits to 30th September amounted to $11,515,- 
213.00 as compared with $5,397,570,.00 for the first nine months 
of 1945. Included in these figures is $5,757,325.00 covering 
1,413 new dwellings.

The City’s Debenture Debt has been refunded to the extent 


of $2,039,187.00, completing the transition from the Sinking 
Fund to the Serial basis, 

The per capita Debenture Debt has been reduced to $141.65, 
as compared with $150.39 last year, and $383.61 a decade ago. 


Financial 


During the period under review the last of the outstanding 
Debenture Debt of the City was refunded, or redeemed. On 
Ist February last the City called in bonds in the amount of 
$2,270,564.00, of which $231,377.00 was in Canadian funds, which 
were redeemed from monies on hand, and the balance of $2,039,- 
187,00 in U.S. funds was refunded in New York, at a net interest 
rate of 3.56%. This compares with a net interest rate of 3.99% 
on the first refunding operation in that city in 1944, a reduction 
of .43¢0, which represents to a large degree the position which 
our bonds have attained in the U.S. market. An event of par- 
ticular interest to this City was the announcement by Mr, Isley 
on July Sth that Canadian funds had reverted to parity with 
those of the United States. At the commencement of the war 
the Federal Exchange Control Board, in the national interest, 
set the rate of exchange on U.S. Funds at the arbitrary figure of 
11%, which cost this City an average of $52,172.00 per annum, 
representing a total sum over the period from September 1939 
to July 31st, 1946, of $365,203.00, and this on interest payments 
alone, as no principal repayments were due, or repaid during 
that period. It was in order to avoid this costly exchange rate 
that the arrangement was made in New York at the time of 
the flotation of the first refunding loan of $9,150,000.00, that 
the first repayment of principal would not commence until 
1948, giving a period of three years’ grace in the hope and ex 
pectation that the adverse exchange rate would be reduced, or 
eliminated entirely. If the present parity of funds should be 
maintained, it will save the City an annual payment of almost 
$72,000.00 on the amount of principal to be repaid in that and 
each subsequent year. 

Within a period of exactly two years, the whole of the debt 
of the the City, as covered by the Refinancing Plan of 1937, has 
been refunded, The average interest rate has been reduced from 
5.038% in 1944 to 3.39%, and the debt has been reduced by 
$8,142,723, as at September 80th. 


Tax Collections 


The total collection of taxes to 30th September amounted to 
$4,703,418.73, as against $4,288,921.36 for the same period last 
year, an increase of $414,497.37, Cash receipts from sale of 
Tax Sale properties to 80th September this year was $1,015,814.- 
09, as compared with $799,547.80 to the same date in 1945. 4,- 
168 parcels have been disposed of to date this year, which will 
reinstate $1,318,367.00 on the active tax rolls in 1947, to which 
will be added the value of the improvements made, and to be 
made, before the year end, which would indicate that there will 
be a very substantial inerease in the assessment for next year. 

Due to the searcity of building materials, the sales of Tax 
Sale properties, (the revenue from whieh forms the largest 
part of the collection of arrears of taxes) have fallen off to a 
large extent, but this can be regarded as a favourable cireuin 
stance from the point of view of future revenues, as with the 
assured growth of the City, land values will appreciate con- 
tinuously, Out of approximately 110,000 parcels of land within 
the City more than 70,000 came to the City through Tax Sale

| The situation with respect to housing accommodation in the 
|City is still bad The City-Provincial housing scheme in the Park- 
| dale and Bonnie Doon areas has been practically completed, 238 
lof the 261 suits so provided being presently occ2upied and the re- 
| maining 23 should be ready for occupation before the end of 
the year. 592 of the 700 wartime houses built or being built are 
presently occupied and if certain materials, chiefly in the elec- 
\trical line, ean be obtained the remaining 108 houses will be 
jready for occupying before the end of the year.. Of the 115 
{houses being built under the Veterans’ Land Act in the Grier- 
json District, 45 are now occupied, whereas 75 of the 96 houses 
being constructed in the Martin Estate have been occupied. 
National Housing Administration is providing 40 families with 
accommodation in buildings leased from the Exhibition Associa- 
tion, 24 families with accommodation at the Redwood Buildings, 
1/15 families at the Jesuit College and 102 families at Camp 550, 
The City of Edmonton is likewise providing housing ae- 
commodation for 14 families in what were originally C.W.A.C.

pects seem doubtful before next year, 


Parks and Recreation 


The City has recognized as never before, that our greatest 
asset is our youth. Besides having a Recreation Commission, 
|the membership of which give their time voluntarily and a paid 
|Supervisor and secretary, this year five assistants to the super- 
visor have been appointed. The funds for this department have 
been greatly increased, 
in various sections of the City and several new playgrounds 
have been equipped. This year, the Reereation Commission took 
over the control of the Gyro Playgrounds. The Gyro elub eon- 
tinues to make a yearly contribution of $1,500.00 for new play- 
ground equipment. The advantage of this change has been 
the use of trained personnel and unified program. 

Today Edmonton is second to no city in Canada in the pro- 
gress in this department and the plans for the future will give 
ample accommodation for our young people and trained 
personnel to carry out well-planned programs throughout the 
entire year, We have had many favorable comments made re- 
garding the progress during the last 12 months and it is an in- 
dieation that the public generally are in sympathy with this new 
phase of our civie life. The citizens, generally, are more recrea- 
tion conscious than ever before. 

This year Mr, Sandy Patterson has been appointed to for- 
ward the development of our park system and for beautification 
of the City. Nature has been very kind to us by reason of our 
location and natural beauty and councils of the past have 
shown foresight in reserving great areas within our city for 
parks and playgrounds, It remains to earry out a carefully 
planned program for their development. 


City Architect and Building Inspector 


During the first cight months of 1946 the Department has

Safety and Health 


Despite a continued shortage of living accommodation in 
the City, the general health of the population has remained very 
good, There has been no epidemic of any major communicable 

' disease during this period. Only mumps and measles approached 
epidemic proportions, The Health Department carried out 
4,144 investigations for all types of communicable disease. 

During this period 3,327 children received protection against 
dipheria, whooping cough, smallpox and other preventable 

disease, entailing the giving of 7,114 innoculations. This is a fifty 
percent increase over the same period of last year. It is gratify- 
ing to observe the growing appreciation of this service by 
parents. 

Sanitary inspection of 9,033 premises was made by Health 
Department Inspectors, and 468 complaints regarding sanita 
tion investigated. Some 277,000 pounds of foodstuffs were 
comdemned as unfit for human consumption, The greater part 
of this was damaged by fire and water. 
| The department veterinarian inspected 6,570 careasses at 
| local abattoirs, and condemned 24,840 pounds of diseased meats. | 

In the safe-guarding of the city’s milk supply, 741 sanitary | 
inspections of dairy farms were made, and, 11,195 individual | 
samples of milk tested for purity in the department laboratory. 

To the Child Welfare Clinie were brough 5,579 babies and 
pre-school children for physical examination and instruction re- 

| garding care and feedings, 

The city bathhouse and disinfesting station continues to 
render a useful service, particularly in the eradication of 
scabies amongst school-children, 

The Health Department has also continued to make its faci- 
lities available for teaching of public health to nurses and 
medical students.

Power Plant and Pumping Plant 


Electrical energy delivered to the City Electric Light Departs 
ment, to the Street Railway. and to the water Pumping Plant 
during the first eight months of the year showed an increase 
of 5.5% as compared with 0.54% during the same period of 
1945. The over-all power generation at the plant, however, 
showed a decrease from 103,294,000 K.W.H. to 89,758,600 KW, 
II. during the same period, essentially because of the fact that 
the Calgary Power did not purchase power to anything like the 
extent required during the same period of time in 1945. 

The adjustment of the rate at which power is sold to the 
Electrie Light Dept. from 1.31¢ per K.W.H. to 1.16¢ per K.W.AL 
on April 80th, 1946, has resulted in decrease in revenue of $33,« 
066.50 during the months of May, June and July, which amount 
is well below that estimated by the City Commissioners at the 
time the electric light rates in the City were reduced. Power 
Plant revenue as a whole is down 8.5% from that for the same 
}period during 1945, principally because of lower rates to the 
|HleetTie Light & Power Dept. and because of smaller sales to 
the Calgary Power Co. 

Reserves set aside for extensions during the first eight 
months of 1946 amount to $250,940.40 as compared with $218,« 
201.36 in the same period of 1945, 
| The eost of generation of power per K.W-H. has been lower 
during 1946 than last year because of the reduction in the 
price of coal, averaging approximately $2.60 per ton as come 
pared with $3.20 during 1945. The amount of power owed by 
the Calgary Power Co, under the 1941 agreement amounted 
to 99,846,000 KWH. on Sept. Sth, 1946, as compared with 
103,229,900 K.W.TT. on May Ist, 1946. 


Water Pumping Plant 


During the first eight months of 1946, 4.59% more water was 
sold to the Waterworks Dept. than was the ease in 1945. Work 
on the the addition to the plant was commenced during the 
spring and at August 31st forty-five percent of the conerete res 
quired had been poured. The work will not be completed until 
1947 


Electric Light and Power Department 


On May Ist, 1946, a new schedule of light rates went into 
effect, the said schedule being so formulated that all city 
At the 


the decrease in revenue for the balance of the year would be in 
the order of $25,000 per month on the assumption that power 
consumption for the remainder of the year would be approx 
imately 5° in excess of the amount for the same months in 
1945, It was accordingly decided to let the Power Plant take 
approximately $12,000 of the monthly estimated decrease in 
revenue, the remaining $13,000 to be taken by the Electric 
Light Department. This was accomplished by reducing the rate 
charged by the Power Plant to the Eleetrie Light Department 
It was also estie 
mated at the time that the Electric Light Department would 
recoup its decreased revenue in three years and that the Power 
Plant would require five years to do likewise. Statisties obtains 


| tained to date would indicate the above-mentioned estimates to 


be on the conservative side. 

In view of the revised rates it becomes readily apparen@ 
that while the power sold during the first eight months of 1946 
exceeded that sold in the same period of 1945 by 1,512,218 


| K.W.H., the actual net increase in revenue to the Department 


was only $2,639.46, and that for all of 1946 will definitely be 
considerably less. It is interesting to note that while electri 
light revenue has shown a decrease, revenue obtained froin 
power sales has increased as in past years, no change in power 
rates having been introduced at the time the electric light rates 
were lowered. 

Sales of electrical energy by the Department during the 
8 months concerned have increased by 1,512,218 K.W.H., the 
comparative figures being 58,611,875 K.W.H. against 57,099,594 
K.W.H. in 1945, Net revenue for the 8 month period is $2,640 
in excess of 1945, 
eo .783 meters were in service on August 31st, 1946, compared 
with 29,512 on the same date in 1945. 1,342 new house services 
were provided during 1946 as compared with 694 last year, 
2,691 street lamps were in operation on September Ist, 1946, 
10 miles of pole line have been construeted during the first 8 
months of the year. 

The many strikes in different parts of the continent have 
had very serious effects in curtailing the Electrie Light De- 
partment’s normal expansion program, Electrieal fixtures and 
appliances remain very scarce and until such time as they bee 
come more plentiful the Department's growth is bound to be 
restricted, '

| WASHINGTON, (NANA) — A 
radically new treatment of cancer by 
a preparation of cancer-eating bugs, | 
closely akin to the germs of African | 
sleeping sickness, has just been an- 
rounced in Russia, 

The reported results have been so 
remarkable that, it was learned at | 
the national ‘cancer institute of the | 
public health service, one of the | 
large American medica] founda- | 
tions has sent an expert to Russia to 
observe the new treatment at first 
hand, | 

There can be no valid judgment 
concerning it until this man has 
reported his observations. 

The treatment is known as KR, | 
after the initials of its creutors,| 
Nina Klyueva and Georgi Roskin. | 
The announcement about it from the | 
Soviet information bureau is quite | 
|enthusiastic. The substance, the! 
bureau reports, “was first tested on 
human beings one year agu, after | 
years of experimental work with | 
cancerous mice, The clinical obser- | 
vations showed that «hile KR had 
little effect in cases «7 cancer of | 
the skin, it was hign’y effective in | 
cancer of the throat, of the breast, 
and of internal organs, 

“Twenty years ago Prof. Roskin 
of the moscow state university set | 
| himself the task of finding a living | 
;organism capable of fighting the | 
cancer cells, He based his research | 
on the confirmed theory of the an- 
tagonisms -xisting between living 
organisms in their :iruggle for ex- 
istence, His attention was drawn 
to Trypanosoma cruz‘, a one-celled 
animal and carrier of a disease 
mortal to man and beasts, Further 
research proved that the trypano- | 
soma, on being introduced into the | 
organism of a mouse suffering from | 
cancer, penetrated to the tumor and 
multiplied, devouring the cancer | 
cells.” According to the national 
cancer institute this particular or- 
anism is the one believed respons- 
ible for South Amevican sleeping | 
sickness,

Coal Prodaction 
Rises in Alberta 


€oal production in Alberta 
rose from 5,637,251 tons in the 
first nine months of 1946 to 
6,568,251 for the same period 
this year. an increase of 930,686 
tons, according to a report is- 
sued Saturday by John Craw- 
ford, chief inspector of mines 
for the province. 

September output totaled 
712,401 tons against 567,104 for 
the same month last year, an in- 
crease of 145,297 tons. During 
September this year 442,931 
tons were produced in the pro- 
vince’s bituminous fields, and 
269,470 tons in the sub-bitumin- 
ous areas,
